DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The claims have been amended as follows: 
Claims 4, 44 are cancelled. 

Claim 1 (Currently amended): A method of operating a probe device in a broadband wireless 

system, the method comprising: 
receiving a message; 

processing the message to determine channel information describing actual use of each of 
a plurality of channels in the broadband wireless system by each of a plurality of users, wherein 
the channel information describing actual use includes a per-user breakdown of a time spent in 
each channel; 

storing the channel information in a memory in the probe device; 
transferring the channel information from the memory to a user system; and 
wherein the message is a credit that allows usage of one of the channels. 
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Claim 41 (Currently amended): A probe device for use in a broadband wireless system, the 
probe device comprising: 

an interface configured to transfer a message; 

a processor connected to the interface and configured to receive a message, process the 
message to determine channel information describing actual use of each of a plurality of 
channels in the broadband wireless system by each of a plurality of users, wherein the channel 
information describing actual use includes a per-user breakdown of a time spent in each channel, 
store the channel information in a memory in the probe device, and transfer the channel 
information from the memory to a user system; and 

wherein the message is a credit that allows usage of one of the channels. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 21-40 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-3, 5-20, 41-43, 45-60 are patentable. 

It is believed that the independent claims (viewed the entire claim as a whole) are 

patentable over all of the cited references in this application, individually, or in any hypothetical 
combination, for at least the Applicant's arguments and remarks filed on 06/25/2010. Since the 
disclosed dependent claims are depend on one of the above independent claims, therefore they 
are also patentable.
